If the purity of the milk is not known or if your 


health officer does not have control of milk distrv 
bution, it is better to ix>51 the milk five- minutes. 


If sugar of milk (lactose) is too expensive, cane 


sugar may be used, for infants of any age. though 
perhaps sugar of milk is preferable. 
The formula as given is for just enough for one 


bottle feeding for an infant a few weeks old. For 
older infants a. larger feeding is necessary, and all 
quantities may be doubled. 
• 
The quantity of sugar given is as much as should 


ever be used in that amount of food. 


If an infant a week or two old were started on 


this formula, and the formula agreed, the mother 
should increase the strength of the food after the 
first three morfths, by urging more milk and less 
water. If the milk is boiled, the infant should re- 
ceive also a spoonful. or two of orange or any other 
fresh fruit juice every day after the second month.

DRY AMENDMENT 


Irwin said he thought there were

These 
so-called dry states have unquestion- 
ably experienced considerable of a 
change since the federal amendment 
was adopted. President Harding con- 
ceded that in his Denver speech when 
ha gaid: 


"A good deal of testimony comes to 


Washington that some states are dis- 
posed to abdicate their own police au^ 
thority In this matter, and to turn over 
the burden of prohibition enforcement 
to the federal authorities.

successfully enforced "their own pro- 
hibition statutes before the eighteenth 
amendment was adopted have latterly 
gone, backwards in this regard. Com- 
munities in which the policy was 
Tankly accepted as productive of hlgh- 
y beneficial results, and in which there 
was no widespread protest so long as 
t was' merely a state concern, report 
that since the federal government be- 
came in part responsible there- has 
been a growing laxity on the part of 
state authorities about enforcing the 
.aw. Doubtless this is largely due to 
a, misconceived notion, too widely en-- 
ertained, that the federal govern-

That may be one explanation of it

As 
long as tho western states had prohi- 
bition, they , really had no effective 
way to stop people from bringing into 
these state in suit cases, trunks, and 
baggage all the liquor they or their 
friends wanted. There was always 
some wet state not far away. The 
dry states along the northern tier got 
their liquor 
from 
Cana'da without 


much difficulty. Other states got what 
they wanted from California, and still 
others farther east bought from Miss- 
ouri. 


DEPEND ON WASHINGTON 


Now those sources of supply have 


been virtually stopped and the local 
stills have sprung up and are doing 
a thriving business. The tri lh is. 
these western state never had the 
same problem of enforcement before 
the eighteenth amendment - as they 
have today. The advocates of the 
eighteenth amendment used to say 
that only the 
federal 
government 


could prevent importations into the 
"dry" states. So the latter fully ex- 
pected the 
federal 
government 
to 


make their communities "bone dry" 
and most of the trouble is not due to 
laxity of state enforcement but to in- 
creased violation of the law. 


Anyone who says the "dry" states of 


the west would votfr against light 
wines and beer if the people had a' ref- 
erendum is merely guessing. The on- 
ly thing that can be recorded at this 
time is that the sentiment is not so 
unanimous for prohibition as it used 
to be and there is sufficient public 
disgust over "bootlegging" and'" poi- 
sonous whiskey to produce a reaction 
in favor of a compromise if the "drys" 
are ever tactless enough to let such a 
thing- come to a popular vote.

The public program took 
place on May 9 wh«n the hospital was 
thrown open *o the public for inspec 
tioni The four sisters In charge act 
ed as hostesses snd lemonade was 
served in one of *he lower corridors. 


WAS BEST TN STATE 


At that time as now. Appleton citi- 


zens were verv proud of their hos 
pital for which they had donated 
about S8.734. 
It was generally con- 


ceded that th» building was among 
the beet in the state .and 50 beds was

Rules 


Horseshoe pitching is coming back 


as a popular sport, both in the coun 
try and In the cities. During the last 
two or three- years there' has been 
such a rerC'ival of the old time barn 
yard game that horseshoe pitchers ac 
tually have a state organization in sev 
eral states as well as a national organ- 
ization. 
Hundreds of communities 


have teams and interest in the game 
has been keyed up to the point where 
state tournaments are on the program 
at state fairs. The Wisconsin .State 
Fair Is taking the lead and teams from 
all parts of the state are organizing 
to send their champion pitchers to Mil- 
waukee to take part in the big contest, 


In addition to their activities in base 


ball and tennis, the factories of the 
Fox rivor valley are also planning 
a horseshoe league. Several of the 
mills have organized teams and are 
arranging schedules for interfactori 
tournaments. 'Coach A. P. Jensen of 
the Appleton T. M. C. A. has been con 
sidering the advisability of sending 
representatives of. his factory teams 
to take part in the tourney at the 
state fair in Milwaukee and probablj 
will start an elimina'tion contest to 
choose his players. 


There is more real action in pitch- 


ing horseshoes thkn in golf, and the 
best part of it is men, women and chil 
dren may play it. the ecruipment costs 
comparatively nothing, and it may be 
played in any vacant lot, in the back 
yard, or in the alley. 


There are strict rules for horseshoe 


pitching tournaments, but there rules 
may be modified to suit the equipment 
at hand and the grounds available for 
amateurs and home amusement. Any 
old horse shoes will do and measure- 
ments may be made any distance from 
the peg. in unofficial games, but knowl- 
edge of official rules will serve as a 
guide and settle more than one heated 
argument that is bound to come up in 
an exciting game. J

the following official rules announced 
by the National Horseshoe Pitchers' 
^Association are printed: 


_GROUNDS AND COURTS 


Rule 1. The ground shall be level 


The pitcher's box shall 
be filled with potter's clay or any sub- 
stitute of a like nature, the clay must 
be kept moist and worked to a putty 
like condition and to a depth of not 
less than six inches and at least eigh- 
teen inches around the stake.
